CHICAGO TO THE 


CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

Senator McCormick, speaking before the con- 
stitutional convention, urged that the delegates 
grant Chicago laws which will fit its needs. The 
need is for simplification which will make govern- 
ment a better administrator of the people's affairs 
and a more careful spender of the people’s money. 

The state does not get ‘any profit from the sys- 
tem of governments which operates in Chicago. 
Political spendthrifts may benefit, but the citizens 
are hurt, and it is not to the advantage of Illinois 
to preserve ineffective and wasteful government in 
Chicago. That does not get anything for any sec- 
tion of the state. Improvement in Chicago is not 
harmful to any section of the state outside of Chi- 
cago. 

The city is not asking that it be given special 
privileges, to the hurt of the rest of the state. It 
is asking that dts needs be given the consideration 
they deserve. 

All the state will be the better for a simplified 
and less expensive election method. The short 
ballot is a Chicago need and a state need. A ticket 
so filled with the names of candidates that no voter 
can be expected to know how he is voting is not a 
protection to the electorate. The community is 
protected if responsibility is centered in a few 
elective offices and if this responsibility extends to 
the appointments he makes. 

It is better to hold a goyernor responsible for 
administrative government than to divide this re- 
sponsibility up among a number of elected state 
officials whose positions ought to be appointive. 
It is better to hold a mayor responsible for munici- 
pal government than to divide that responsibility 
up. | 

The argument that the shortening of the ballot 
is a restriction of suffrage is false. Suffrage really 
is restricted when the demand its exercise makes 
upon the voter exceeds the possibilities of his in- 
telligence and information. He is then denied the 
real power of the ballot, because he cannot use it. 
He has a gun he cannot hold, and is as bad off as 
be had none. 

Chicago, for economy and efficiency, needs con- 
solidation of governing bodies. Now they are 
wasteful and do not work well. The state in gen- 
éral hag nothing to lose if Chicago gets a good 
system of government. Chicago advance is state 
advance. 

There ought to be no fonflict between state and 

city on these matters, and wise members of the 
convention will see that there is none. 


BUILD THE, ESSENTIAL ROADS. 
- IlHnois now confronts road building at the rate 
of $42,000 a mile. The ‘gure is staggering, but it 
is in keeping with the general ‘movement of prices. 
If the highway officials must decline to contract 
a complete program on his basis they showld at 
least push on with the essential highways.

It has been conservatively estimated that Lib- 

erty bond holders are being fleeced at the rate of 

$600,000,000 a year. The moral should be obvious. 


One of the inducements to sell is the slump in 
value. This is dwelt upon by the Liberty bond 
sharpers with doleful impressiveness. The owner 
of the small bond is made to believe that his earn: 
ings are lost to him unless he takes advantage of 
the opportunity partially to reimburse himself. 
The very warning in this editorial is likely to be’ 
turned to the purposes of the sharper—used to 
show that the government is striving to cheat the 

But the very fact that the hond manipulator is 
so eager to get Liberty bonds in exchange for 
something he has for sale ought to be sufficient 
proof of fraud. “If the Liberty bond is valueless, 
why does the fake broker display such zeal in 
pursuit of it? Does the holder of the bond imagine 
that strangers are inspired only by magnanimity; 
that their plausible rec endatiohs spring out of 
a desire to save the investor? Absurd. The bond 
shark is after the Liberty bond because it is a 
valuable thing. 

Liberty bonds are at a discount. The discount is 
temporary. The bonds are backed by the integrity 
of the United States. If the United States fails its 
bonds it fails in every other undertaking. Even 
life would be worthless. To suggest that Liberty 
bonds will not regain par is to suggest that our 
government is a losing proposition. If the bond 
sharks thought the United States was a losing 
proposition they wouldn't. touch a Liberty bond 
with a fishpole. 

There isn’t a more substantia! security in the 
world than the Liberty bond. The interest on the 
bonds is more certain than interest on bank sav- 
ings, for when the government fails its interest we 
shall be thinking of something else besides banks. 
The mere suggestion that government bonds are 
dangerous is intolerable. |

through fraud. Let no one convince you that it is

THE MINERS’ HAPPY LOT. | 
R. B. R. HAYHURST, as a result 


of an extensive investigation of the 
health of the soft coal miners, 


concludes that such labor is not 


hazardous. 


As a rule miners live in poor houses 
grouped together to form poor communi- 
ties. There is a lamentable lack of sani- 
tation in practically every loeality occu- 
‘pied by miners. Their towns are without . 
‘Bewers and their houses without plumb- 
ing. There is no garbage disposal and 
no street cleaning. 

Either the water supply is from individ- 
ual wells or the municipal supply aver- 
ages a poor quality. In consequence 
of this miners have a high typhoid rate. 
Their rate is nearly four times as high 
as that of the best cities in Ohio and 
Illinois. F 

; 

Mining communities have low sanitary 
standards. Most of the population are 
newly arrived foreigners with littlé 
knowledge of health laws, individual or 
community, and little acquaintance with 
our language. This is one reason for 
the low sdnitary standards. The other 
is lack, of interest on the part of the 
owners and employers. 

In spite of this high typhoid rate min- 
ing is not an unhealthy occupation: The 
death rate among Illinois miners in 1917

was 11.67 per 1,000, which is low until 
we remember that the group were all 
adults and in the main young adults, 

Contrary to the general idea, miners 
have about as much consumption as other 
people. Their accident rate is high. 
Alcohol is responsible for most of the 
sickness. 

Hayhurst says, “ Alcoholism is far and 
away the chief bane,” and “ alcoholism‘! 
is exceedingly common, perhaps more so 
than in other industries, since it seems 
to be traditional among a considerable 
number of miners to take a day or so 
off after each pay day for an alcoholic 
debauch.” 
As a rule miners are healthier than the 
other members of their families. The 
men who work underground are healthier 
than the “ top” men. ; 

Among the diseases from which soft . 
coal miners suffer rarely as compared 
with other miners are lockjaw, anthrax, 
glanders, hookworm, and nystagmus. 

Among the diseases from which miners 


suffer less than the average man are 


pneumonia, tuberculosis and venereal 
disease. Top men, cagers, timber men, 
tipple men, trappers, track men, hoisting 
engineers suffer more from pneumonia 
than do pick men, loaders and shot firers. 
Miners have more than their share of 
rheumatism, lumbago and sciatica, asth- 
ma and especially accidents. | 

Rather strangely, the death rate among 
miners is increasing. Hayhurst says this 
is due to the increasing average age of 
the men.

What Chicago has done, what it in-

the Chicago sanitary district. 

Dr. Willis O. Nance, a member of 
the sanitary board, outlined the con- 
struction of disposal plants to care for 
sewage by the activated sludge sys 
tem, and said that by lessening the 
typhoid danger in Chicago, the danger 
of an epidemic spreading to lower IIli- 
nols was also eliminated. 


Face a Big Task, 

“The size of the task before us may 
be gauged from the fact that from 
$7,000,000 to $8,000,000 will be spent on 
the one plant in the omyares dis- 
trict,” he continued. 
“Various problems must be met in 
the other portions of the district. The 
_ project will require time. Patience is 
asked of the citizens of the lower val- 
ley that we may eventually achieve 
our hope—a cleaner river, more fish 
life, and a river that can be used for 
recreational purposes.” 


Lower Valley Discontented. 
_ Chicago’s convenience is one of the 
least matters to be considered in clean- 


ex- 
pressed by P. G. Rennick, Peoria, chair- 
man of the river pollution committee 
of the Rotary club. 

“One fact is before us,” he said. 
“The river is polluted. We did not 
pollute it. Not until Chicago turned 
its river backward did we face the prob- 
problem of a polluted river. In clean- 
ing Chicago’s front yard they have 
dirted their back yard. Not by 
an act of God but by an act of Chi- 
cago have we been placed in that 
back yard. It is up to Chicago to 
clean the back yard they have dirtied.”.
